Expert links 
prosperity, 
resource use

SAN FRANCISCO — Earth's land, wa- 
ter and cropland are disappearing so rapid- 
ly that the world population must be - 
slashed to 2 billion orlcss by 2100 to pro- 
• vide prosperity for all in that year, says a 
study released Monday. 

The allcmalivc, if current trends contin- 
ue, is a population of 12 billion to 15 bil- 
lion people and an apocalyptic worldwide 
scene of “absolute misery, poverty, disease 
and starvation," said the study's author, 
David Pimentel, an ecologist at Cornell 
University. 

In the United States, the population 
would climb to 500 million and the stan- 
dard of living would decline to slightly 
better than in present-day China, Pimentel 
said at the annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. 

Even now, the world population of 6 bil- 
lion is at least three limes what the Earth’s 
battered natural resources and depleted en- 
ergy reserves would bc.abic to comfortably 
support in 2100, Pimentel said. 

Pimentel defines "cocnfonably support'-’ • 
~as providing something close to the current 
American standard of living, but witli wis- ' 
cr use of energy and natural resources. Un- 
der his sccnano. then, if the world’s popu- 
lation dropped to 2 billion, most people's 
ston^rd of living would improve. 

“If people do not intelligently control 
their own numbers, nature will. That wc 
can count on," he said. 

Although a decline to 1 billion or 2 bil- 
lion people over the next century sounds 
, nearly impossible, it could be done by lim- 
iting families around the world to an aver- 
age of 1.5 children, Pimentel said. 

Depletion of coal, oil and natural gas, 
along with uranium reserves, arc one im- 
porliinl limit on the number of people that 
con survive comfortably on Earth, he said. 

The other two key limiting factors arc 
cropland and water for irrigation, he said. 
Each lif the three factors, considered sepa- 
rately, leads to a calculation of a comfort- 
ably sustainable population of 1 billion to 
, 2 billion in 2100, Pimentel found. . . 

Sandra Posicl of (he Worldwatch Insii- 
lutc noted that until 1978. the amount of ir- 
rigated farmland around the world was 
growing foster than population.

"Frankly, I think you disenfranchise the 
voter” with any limitations, Dcmocrniic 
Mary Lloyd of Pocatello said. “Ii’s ihc vot- 
er that puis on term limits."

R-Blackfoot, while acknowledging 
his distaste for Frasure’s propo.sals, agreed

Smile wins 
foi* Idaho’s 
silver skier

OYER, Norway — You would have 
thought Plcabo Street had won another 
medal. 

The crowd roared ns she crossed ihe fin- 
ish line. She laughed and twirled her ski 
pole in delight. She spent the next hour do- 
ing TV interviews, signing autographs, pos- 
ing for pictures, greeting, funs and hugging 
everyone in sight. 

For someone who finished only 10th in 
the Olympic combined event Monday, 
Street has emerged as the undisputed new 
celebrity of women's Alpine skiing, 

"1 think they like anyone who's ready to 
smile," said Street, who proceeded to do 
just lliat •— flashing an infectiou,s grin that 
lit up her freckled face. 

Street has been smiling nonstop since 
winning the silver medal in Saturday's 
downhill, a showing that established her ns 
a star in a sport in desperate need of person- 
alities. 

Street and.Tommy Moc have given a shot 
of. adrenaline tO|ihe American team, which 
has picked up four medalT^ two golds and 
two silvers in the first five event.s. 

"It’s awesome," said Street, 22. of Tri- 
umph. "I got back from the village last | 
night and everybody 1 sec knows who I am. 
They’re like, ‘Way to go USA skiing!’ 
They're so fired up we're the onc:^ coming 
home with^e medals., A.s a team, every- 
body 1 sec i^miling." 

Street was in second place nfier Sunday's 
downhill portion of the combined. But be- 
cause she is not strong in the slalom, she 
was considered a longshoi for a medal 
Monday. 

Street posted two average slalom runs 
down the Hafjcll course, giving her a total 
lime of 3:10.15, nearly 10 seconds behind 
gold medalist Pcmillu Wiberg of Sweden; 
Vreni Schneider of Switzerland was second 
and Slovenia’s Alenka Dovzan took the 
bronze. 

Despite finishing far off the pace, Street 
felt no sense of disappointment. 

■'-"None whatsoever.” she said. "1 wasn't 
really shooting for a medal. I knew this was 
how it wof going to wind up. I jusi wanted

Bosnian ultimaWm extension unlikely

•WASHINGTON ~ It iook 22 
months and, finally, ihc slaughter of 
68 people before NATO mustered 
the will to act decisively to end the 
siege of Sarajevo. 

The question now is whether Pres- 
ident Clinton and Western allies will 
go a step further and extend their 
bombing ultimatum to other cities in 
wor-tom Bosnia. 

The apparent answer is, not imme- 
diately — if ever. , 

In view of NATO’s strong reluc- 
tance to take the first step, there's 
likely to be stiff resistance to doing 
more, especially since the United 
States still refuses to join other allies 
in putting .ground troops in harm’s 
way in Bosnia. 


Even while hailing the success of 
threatened air.st^es in stopping the 
shelling of Sarajevo, Defense Secre- 
tary Wtlliam Peny spoke cautiously 
about extending NATO's commit- 
ment beyond Sarajevo. 

"Our first and most important ob- 
jective Is to secure the gain wc'yc ol- 
rcady made oiid wc will not serious- 
ly consider taking more option^ until 
we are certain that this one is really 
secure,” Petty told a Pentagon news 
conference Monday.

Snow also fell in (he central mountains with Boviil 
recordin{( 20 inches. In eastern Idaho, the Idaho Falls-

ic Valley, and winds were brisk from the south. Tempera- 
tures were mostly in the 30s although some 40-degree 
readings were reported.

Storms bring rain, snow to Rockies, Plains, Northwest

One storm system pushed through the southern Rockies 
onto the Plains with snow and rain Monday while another 
storm spread more rain and snow through the Northwest.' 

In the mountains of southwestern Colorado, 9.5 inches 
of snow fell by late morning at Coalbonk Pass, with 7.5 at 
Molus Pass and 1 to 2 inches near Wolf Creek Pass, the 
National Weother Service sold. 

Increasing moisture and instability across the southern 
Plains were expected to produce widespread rain and thun- 
dentorms. ■ 

Thundcrstomis were already developing Monday across 
parts of nonhyvesiem Texas, with rain spreading into west- 
ern Oklahoma, where temperatures were near or below 
freezing. 

In colder air along the northern side of tlut weather sys- 
tem, freezing rain, sleet and heavy snow were expected to 
develop from the central Rockies into the central Plains. 

Winter storm watches were in effect through today 
across southeastern and cosC-centnil Colorado, southwest- 


ern through north-central Kansas, soulhcasicm Nebraska, 
southern Iowa and northern Illinois. Winter storm watches 
were posted for Tuesday night across northern Indiana and 
northwestern Ohio. 

Another significant upper-level weother system swept 
across the Pacific Northwest early Monday as a flow of 
moist Pacific air produced numerous showers. Snow fell in 
the Olympics, Cascades, Siskiyous and the Sierra Nevada 
from around Lake Tahoe northward. In Oregon, more than 
6 inches of snow was repoRed around the Mount Hood and 
Crater Lakes areas. i 

Melting snow and iee and icejorns caused flooding along, 
some streams from Nebraska into the Northeast. 

Extensive cloud cover with areas of rain extended olong 
a cold front that curved from the southern Plains throu^ 
the southern Appalochians into New England.

It’s a healthy girl 
for Israeli woman, 60 


JERUSALEM (AP) — A 60- 
ycar-old European woman who 
lied about her age to get on im- 
plant of donated eggs has deliv- 
ered a healthy girl at an Israeli 
hospital, her doctor said Monday. 

The woman, who had already 
passed menopause and couldn't 
conceive naturally, became one 
of the oldest on record lo give 
birth, i-lcr husband is ^8. 

The woman demanded that her 
identity be kept secret. 

The Israeli doctor. Dr. Shlomo 
Moshiach, said he might not have 
corried out the procedure if had 
known*fiis patient’s real age. 
“One has to set an age limit. I 
think age 50 is enough',” 
Mashiach told The Associated 
Press. 


Mashiach said he treated 250 
older women from. Israel and 
abroad in his egg donation pro- 
gram last year. He said many of 
the foreigners were Jews who 
wanted^ to be sure the donor was 
Jewish. 

The European woman, on ob- 
servant Jew, told Mashiach she 
was 48. Her real age. was discov- 
ered two weeks ago when she 
checked into.Maayanci Hayeshua 
. Hospital in the Tel Aviv suburb 
of Bnci Brak for delivery and a 
picrk checked her passport, said „ 
Dr. Moshe Rothschild, director of 
the hospital. 

The baby, was healthy and 
weighed 6.2 pounds. The woman 
checked out of the hospital three 
days later, said Mashiach.

weapons removed under threat from 
Sarajevo arc being rushed to other 
battlcfronis.

It was not until the world was rc- 
vulscd by the massacre of 68 people 
by a single shell in a marketplace 
that NATO laid down on ultimatum 
for the withdrawal of heavy guns 
and the end of the shelling of Saraje- 
vo. By that time, 200,000 people 
had been killed across Bosnia. 

Bosnian Vice President Ejup Gan- 
ic said life would have been normal 
in Sarajevo if NATO had issued its 
ultimatum two years ago.

WASHINGTON - (AP) — 
Responding to ramploinls that its first 
attempt to cut cable television rates 
didn't work, - the Federal 
, Communications Commission is 
expected to order another reduction

It’s not yet clear how much the rates 
for service and equipment will be cut 
.when the commission meets Tuesday. - 
But cable industry executives said rate 

S its could range from 5 percent to as 
uch as IS percent. 

•When the FCC adopted cable price 
rules last April, it predicted that rates 
for regulated services would go down 
a't least 10 percent for two-thii^ ofdhe 
57 million cable subscribers. 

Some did. Other rates went up — an 
unintended consequence of the rcgula* 
lions, which cover virtually all 11,000 
cable systems, the FCC has said. 

The 1992 Cable Act gave the FCC 
authority to oversee rates for channels

Currently, the FEC hires people to 
type some reports from the paper 
files into computers. But the process 
lakes up to 45 days, which, during 
the home stretch of an election cam- 
paign, deprives the public of .impor- 
tant access to the information. 

Going all-out with computers 
would make the data available in 48 
hours. 

Currently, the FEC computerizes 
only the donation records, and not 
the spending records. That makes it 
virtually impossible to .study the 
spending trends and patterns of 
some 7,0W political committees. 

"This is an incredible weakness of 
the FEC reporting now,” said Ellen 
Miller, executive director of the 
Center for Responsive Politics, a 
watchdog group that makes inten- 
sive use of campaign finance 
records. 

A new system would also allow 
the FEC to triple the Information it 
puts on computers to 1.5 billion 


characters from the present 500 mil- 
lion. 

"Since the whole cornerstone of 
federal election laws is the money 
spent on campaigns,. it is terribly 
important that the disclosure be as 
rapid as possible,” FEC Chairman 
Trevor Potter said in 'an interview. 

Potter said the FEC has moved 
cautiously because of the need to sci 
up standards for getting information 
from the 7,000 committees. 

The committees range from the 
large political party committees that 
use large mainframe computers to 
keep track of their money to mom- 
and-pop operations that start out in 
the kitchen but by the end of the 
campaign may have small 'personal 
computers. 

"If wc require campaigns to file 
by computer, that’s an additional 
cost," Potter said. “Arc wc going to 
tell them they have to do it'/ Is that a 
barrier to small campaigns? Or do 
wc provide them the software and 
PC to maintain their records?” 

The FEC proposes designing an 
electronic filing system at least for 
the larger committees in time for the 
1996 election campaigns, and then 
expanding the system later. 

The agency now makes campaign 
information available by computer 
modem for $20 per hour.

Disney’s^planne^ park liaises eyebrows in Yirgiiiia 


HAYMARKET, Va. (AP) — A 
laic of two towns: ' 

Historic old Huymarkct, workaday 
and blue collar, where a church raises 
funds with an all-you-can-cal 
spaghetti supper and grocer Mike 
Davis sells nightcrawlers. 

And, just over Bull Run Mountain, 
a town called The Plains, its tidy 
brick sidewalks and antique shops 
nestled in Virginia’s old-money, fox- 
hunting countryside; a place where 
the village smithy, craftsman Nol 
Putnam;, forges ornate gateposts on 
his anvil. 

Between these two towns and 
these (wo neighbors, u wedge has 
been driven; Walt Disney is coming, 
to H^ymarket’s delight and The 
Pla'ins' dismay. 

Disney woke up the countryside 
last fall by revealing that its agents 
had quietly bought land or options on 
3,000 acres of Prince William 
County countryside, on the edge of 
Haymarkei, Ok the site for its fifth 
theme park, its third in America. 

Disney's America Is intended to 
illustrate American history, from 
Pocahontas to Steven Jobs. *The park, 
will open in 1998 — unless oppo- 
nents like blacksmith Putnam prevail. 

Disney plans a manmade lake 
where the Monitor aiid the 
Merrimack will rc-cnact their Civil 
War battle. America’s immigrant 
e.Tpcricnce will be refold at a replica 
of Ellis Island. The “painful, disturb- 
ing and agonizing" stories of the 
enslavement of (he blacks, the mas- 
sacre of the' natives, (he divisions of 
Vietnam — all will be dealt with, 
says Disney Chairman Michael 
Eisner. ‘ 

; But there will be a steam train, a 
Ferris whcc^. a roller coaslcr, loo. 
And with a push of u button, an 
"audio-animatronic" Bill Clinton (or 
whoever is president in 1998) will 
deliver a speech. 

All this makes some historians 
itch. Richard Moc, president of the 
National Trust for Historic 
Preservation, muses, "Can George • 
Washington coexist with Mickey 
Mouse? Can slavery be properly 
interpreted in an amusement park?” 

These are nol questions that plague 
, Haymarkct grocer Davis. He was one 
of the first to capitalize on Disney's 
plans; He printed up T-sbirts with the 


legend, "Haymarkct, Virginia — Just 
Another Mickey Mouse Town." By 
Christmas, he'd sold 1,200 — in a 
town of 483 citizens. 

Davis estimates that 80 percent of 
Haymarkct welcomes Disncy.' on the 
grounds that dcvclopmerit is 
inevitable and Disney will bring jobs 
and pro'sperily. 

Even thosc'^with doubts, Davis 
said, hesitate chiefly because they 
think the company, and nol Virginia 
taxpayers, should pay for the new 
roads and sewers that Disney 
■demands. 

“Something is going to get the land 
out here." he said. "It might as well 
be Disney. Wc couldn't ask for a bet- 
ter taxilayer.” 

Over the mountain, volunteers 
hand out bumper stickers that say, 
"Disney Makes Millions. We.Pay 
Millions." And another, showing the 
shield symbol of 1-66 and asking, 
"Disney's New Parking Lot?" 

1-66, olready congested, carries 
commuters to Washington, D.C., 35 
miles away. . . 

Blacksmith Putnam bemoans the 
changes he foresees. ■ 

"We're getting seduced," he said. 
"The Plains will no' longerbc a 
bucolic little town. WcTI get the 
spillover — maybe not 30,000. visb, 
tors a day, but wc could get 5,000. 
We’ll be inundated. And following 
that will be all (he things people 
want, gas stations, motels, and, God 
help us, the fast food strips." 

Disney knew what it was doing 
when it picked Haymarkct. Twenty 
million tourists a year visit 
Washington — exactly the family 
clientele Disney appeals to. Most 
come by car. Disney plans to lure 
them west. ‘ 

Unlike Walt Disney World in 
Orlando, Fla., which is a vacation 
destination by itself, the Virginia 
park is intended to be one day’s stop 
in a Washington vacation. It will be 
only a tenth the size of the Orlando 
extravaganza, insists Mark Pacala, 
general manager of the Virginia pro- 
ject. 

Disney's re-enactments will play 
out on historic soil. Long before 
George Washington made war on the 
British, Haymarkct was an important 
colonial crossroads. 

.When the Civil War broke out.

"Every man but one in Haymarkct 
voted for secession," records town 
historian Robert L. Crewdson. 
"Apparently that man*was very near- 
ly mobbed." 

In the hills nearby were fought two 
Civil War battles, the First and 
Second Battles of Bull Run, both 
Confederate routs known to 
Southerners as the battles of 
Manassas. Later, Union troops 
sacked Haymarket. 

Within a day's easy drive are other 
tourist draws — King's Dominion 
and Busch Cardens, two commercial 
parks; and Jamestown. Yorktown and 


the restored village of Colonial 
Williamsburg. 

And thousands of tourists will be 
pulled to nearby Dulles Airport when 
the Smithsonian Institution builds a 
huge air and space museum there to 
house the B-29 that dropped thb first 
atomic bomb, a Concorde supersonic 
transport and the space shuttle 
Enterprise. 

Disney expects to welcome as 
many as 30,000 visitors.a’day (in 
7,500 cars), Pacala said, and to reap 
other profits, too. 

In addition to the. 125-acre theme 
park, it plans a 144-room hotel, a 27- 


holc golf course, 2,500 homes, and 
office-and-retail-spacc.Jk-Sai d the 
company will invest $1 billion in 15 
years. 

"Virginia is open for business," 
declared newly installed Gov. 
George Allen, hailing Disney’s 
plans. He asked the legislature, 
which is somewhat more wary, for 
S163 million to build a new 1-66 
interchange, widen roads and provide 
infrastructure. County taxpayers 
would have to approve additional 
millions. 

Enter the opposition, mostly from 
the next-door Fauquier County, much 


of it from the Piedmont 
Environm ental Council, waging a 
"splasny canipalgircalled “Disney — 
Take a Second Look." ^ 

(A joke making the rounds, the 
Fauquier Citizen reported, is (hat if 
God wanted to move heaven to 
Haymarkct the PEC would advise, 
“God — take a second look.") 

The quality of jobs Disney will 
bring has become an issue. Disney 
foresees )2,400 new jobs — 12,700 at 
the park, 3,700 at the hotel and other 
Disney enterprises and the rest spin- 
off jobs created by the arrival of so 
many newebmers to the area.

(AP) — At the 
height of the Persian Gulf War, 
Margaret Gillco taped a notebook- 
size piece of paper to her bedroom 
window: “For Peace in the Gulf," 

To her, it was a simple war 
protest. For Laduc, a St. Louts sub- 
urb with tree-lined streets and state- 
ly brick mansions, it was a blatant 
violation of a sign ban. 

By that time, Gillco already had 
sued the town once, after she report- 
ed an anti-war lawn sign was stolen 
and police told her the sign was ille- 
gal anyway. A federal judge ruled 
the law violated the First 
Amendment, but Laduc tightened it 
and recast it as a matter of "aesthet- 
ics, safely and property values.” 
After she was forced to take down 
the window sign, Gillco challenged 
the revised law. The city lost again 
and appealed. This time, (he matter 
has reached the U.S. Supreme Court, 
where arguments arc scheduled for 
Wednesday. 

The core issue is whether a city 
can prohibit signs on private proper- 
ty. But attorneys for both sides say 
• much more is at stake.

Among the handful of sighs that 
are allowed on residential property 
are real' estate “for sale” signs and 
signs warning of burglar alarms. 

Attorneys from both sides esti- 
mate Laduc has spent about 
$200,000 defending (he sign ordi- 
nance. “I think Ladue is unique in its 
willingness to pursue the case this 
far,” Grimcn said. 

Ladue isn’t just another wealthy 
suburb. It is to many around St. 
Louis the epitome of the upper class, 
the home of bankers, CEOS and Old 
Money. 

The average family, according to 
the 1990 census, earns just under 


S1()0,000 a year. The average house 
is worth $355,900 and many arc 
worth three times that. There arc no 
apartments or condominiums. 

And there arc very few signs. 

Maintaining the community’s 
appearance is important to Mayor 
Edith Spink, the widow of C.C. 
Johnson Spink, former owner of The

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‘^Big Week’ shot down Luftwatfe

Thojigb^ thT^glJPeeF^Bomber offen- 
sive of Feb. 20-25, 1944, had nol destroyed 
the German aircraft industry, it had never- 
theless been a turning point-in the air war 
over Europe. 

This V/as because of the damage ddne to 
the Luftwaffe in the air rather than in the 
factories. 

During “Big-Wcek” the Germans lost 
282 fighters to all causes. Though this was 
a smaller niynbcr of aircraft than the Allies 
lost, the Allies were better able toTcpIace 
losses in both equipment and pilots! When 
“Big Week" was launched, the U.S. had 
more bombers and twice as many fighters 
sitting in supply depots than they had in 
combat units. 

The key factor, however, would be the 
replacement of pilots. The large U.S. train- 
ing establishment was able to match well- 
trained airmen with the fighters and 
bombers pouring off the assembly lines., 
The German' training establishment was 
unable to. make up for the 100 veteran 
fighter pilots who were killed during “Dig 
Week." They were forced to speed up 
training, thus putting less and less experi- 
enced pilots into their front-line units 
which degraded their combat performance. 

During February, the U.S. 8th Fighter 
Command shot .down 286 enemy fighters at 
the loss of only 85 American fighters. 
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Gcneralleutnant Josef Schmid, commander 
of I Fighter Corps which controlled all 
fighters based Inside Germany, believed 
“Big Wqck” marked the beginning of the 
end. 

“In numbers os welt os in technical per- 
formance, the daytime fighter units 
assigned to German air defense activity are 
inferior to the American lighter aircraft 
forces" reported Schmid, who concluded 
“in the long run, our forces are fighting a 
hopeless battle." 

'The American air commanders also 
understood what was happening. In 
January Maj. Gen. James H. Doolittle, 
commander of the 8th Air Force, had 
"unleashed" American fighters to take 
aggressi.ve action against their German 
counterparts rather than be tied to the 
bomber streams. 


On a visit to the 8lh Fighter Cbnunand’s 
headquaiers, Doolillle spotted a sign in' 
Maj. Gen. William Kepner's office which 
read IThe first du^ of the Eighth, >Ur Force 
fighters is to bring the bombers back alive." 

Doolittle ordered the sign cjuingcd to 
read “The first d.uty of the Eighth Air 
Force fightcis-islo de.stroy German nit- 
ers." 

Said Doolittle to Kepner "Wc'll still 
provide a rea.sonabIc nghicr e.scort for the 
bombers, but the bulk of your fighters will 
go bunting for Jerries. Flush them out in 
the ainand beat them up on the ground as 
you go home. Your Hrst priority is to (al» 
the offensive." 

The fighters were now free to range 
ahead of the bombers to break up the moss 
fighter formations the Germans used 
against the bombers’ box formations. 
During "Big Week" 700 to MO fighters 
would be escorting the bombers each mis- 
sion, mostly P-47s “Thunderbolts" but 
with two groups of P-51 “Mustangs" and 
more on the way. 

Pure fightpr swccp.s had failed in the 
past because the Germans refased to come 
up and fight. But with the bombers hitting 
aircraft production ccnicrs, the Luftwaffe 
had to come up in an attempt to stop the 
bombers and thus, became targets for the 
prowling American figliicrs. 

This campaign was code-named 
“Operation Pointblank."

Persistent WWII veteran 
receives medal jfrom Russia

DELRAY BEACH, Fla. — To Murray 
Sohmer, a promise is a promise — even if it 
was made mure than 50 years ago by a 
Russian commander in the Persian Gulf. 

After a five-year Ictlcr-wriling campaign, 
Sohmer is a decorated vcterair at age 72. 
Armed with his wife Ros' typing skills and his 
own delcrmrnation, he was finally awarded 
the medal promised to him during World War 
II. 

In 1942, while the United Stales was still 
reeling from the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
Sohmer embarked on a top secret mission 
with the U.S. Army Air Force. 

Sohmer and 35 other troops were ordered lo 
participate in the Army's $7 million Civilian 
Emergency Defease Aid to Rus.sia campaign, 
known as-thc CEDAR Project. They received 
special pa.sspons for llic relief effort. 

TIjc unit flew to the Persian Gulf lo escort a 
group of civilians with the Douglas Aircraft 
Co. Tlic federal government contracted with 
the technicians lo a.s.semblc and test airplanes 
for the Russians at a plant on Abadan Island in 
fr.in. Tlie airplane pans were hidden in crates 
around lhe’iJe.scrt. 

“It wiis hotter than Death Valley. If you 


picked up a melui tool during the day you 
could get blisters," Sohmer said. "We did 
most of our work at night. Tlic Russians knew 
that their life blood was in tliok airplanes." 

While crews worked on airplanes, thc.'Air 
Force and Russian troops protected ihcm'from 
enemy lire. Some of the platics assembled on 
the island were used in the battles of 
Leningrad and Stalingrad. 

“A, Russian air field marshal told us’, 'When 
this is all over, you will receive some son of 
reward, probably a medal for yourbravery,"’ 
Sohmer recalled. ‘Tve been looking forward 
to that medal for over 40 years." 

Sohmer left Iran in 194.3 when he-bccamc 
ill. He relumed to the Untied States as a flight 
cadet and married his childhood sweetheart, 
Ros Wcis.s, now 69. 

In the 1980s, Sohmer read that several U.S. 
veterans received the Russian Medal of 
Victory celebrating the 40th anniversary of 
World. War II. Immediately, he wrote the 
Russian Embassy in Washington. 

"1 just hope that this medal by your govern- 
ment will be .awarded to me iJeforc I die. You 
see, I am 70 years old and would like to hiive 
this very soon. A promise made is a promise 
kept," Sohmer^said in a 1992 letter to 
Ambassador Vicklor Kompceklov, -

Masked rebels, Mexican 
negotiators begin talks 


SAN CRISTOBAL DE LAS 
CASAS, Mexico (AP) — Masked 
Indian rebels sat down with govern- 
ment medi.ilors Monday in a I6lh cen- 
tury calhcdnil to begin formal talks on 
ending nn uprising for economic and 
political reforms. 

Hundreds of journalists. Red Cross 
workers, human rights advocates and 
military police armed only with trun- 
cheons thronged around the ornate 
Santo Domingo Cathedral. 

Rebel negotiators spent the night in 
the cathedral after arriving from jungle 
hideouts Sunday. They discu.s.sed pro- 
cedural issues Sunday night with the 
govcrnmcnt'Ji peace envoy, Manuel 
Camacho SolLs, and Roman Catholic 
Bishop Samuel Ruiz. 

In interviews published Sunday, the 
rebel leader who calls himself 
•‘Subcomandanlc Marcos” called for 
daily news conferences and said he 
wanted the minutes of each day’s 
meeting read publicly. 

Marcos said the rebels did not 
expect a quick agreement. 


Several thousand guerrillas of the 
Zapatista National Liberation Army 
seized San Cristobal and other towns 
in Chiapa.s slate Jan. 1, demanding bet- 
ter conditions for impoverished 
Indians. They returned to the jungle 
after the army moved in, and more 
than 100 people died in'fighting before 
a Jan. 12 truce. 

Relwl leaders s;iy they will not dis- 
arm until the- government meets 
demands on housing, land distribution, 
food, health care and education in 
Chiapas, which is Mexico’s poorest 
state. 

Gov. Javier Lopez Moreno of 
Chiapas, the southernmost stale in 
Mexico, said Monday that he support- 
ed the lalk-s and urged “justice for the 
many in Chiapas who still do not have 
it." 

The comments appeared directed at 
con.servQtive elcmenLs in 0)iapa.s, such 
as ranchers and long-time political 
bosses, who have bccn'.dcmanding 
tougher action against the Zapatista.s 
and their supporters. 


Ranchers say some rebels have 
seized ranch lands that they claim 
should have been distributed to peas- 
ants decades ago under Mexico’s land 
reforms. Some ranchers have threat- 
ened to take up arms and fight the 
rebels themselves.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) Iraqi cxilts 
claim Saddam Hussein’s regime 
. recently sbughicred hundreds of pris- 
oners at the infamous Radwaniych 
death camp southwest of D^dad in 
one of the largest mass executions 
reported itrlraq. ‘ 

Most were Shiite Muslims who 
havp-bcen rounded up by the Baghdad- 
govemment since an ill-fated uprsing 
in southern Iraqi.nght after Saddam’s- 
Gulf War defeat in early 1991. 

Ayatollah Mohammed Bakr al- 
Hakim, a' senior Shiite cleric and lead- 
ing dissident, and Hussein Sharastani, 
who monitors human rights abuses in 
Iraq, told The Associated Press in sep- 
arate interviews that refugees from 
Iraq reported that the Radwaniyeh 
executions took place three months 
ago. 

Many of the victiias were buried in 
mass ^ves, they said. But they noted 
that hundreds of bodies have been 
delivered to their families for burial in 
recent weeks a move apparently 
aimed at intimidating the Shiites. 

"We know from refugees and eye- 
witnesses that 150 bodie.i were deliv- 
ered to a)-Amaruh.” a southern Shiite 
city, said Sharastani, head of Gulf 
War Victims, a human rights ^up in 
Tehran. 

Sharastani said he also received 
similar reports from other places and 
believes as many as 2,000 prisoners 
were executed. 


Chinese rights violations continue

BEIJING — Wang Wanxing. 44, 
a veteran Chinese political dissident, 
was confined in a police-run psychi- 
atric hospital after staging a one- 
man demonstration in Tiananmen 
Square in 1992. 

His wife said she now fears for his 
life. 

Without a trial or independent 
medical examination, his wife, 
Wang Junying, said, the police have 
detained Wang to treat him for 
“political paranoia.” 

Wang Wanxing has smuggled let- 
ters out of the Ankang Hospital for 
the criminally insane complaining 
(hat doctors are forcibly administer- 
ing drugs to him daily and “trying ■ 
all the lime to destroy my body and 
spirit.” 

His case is one of more than 1,000 
documcntiid in a report on people 
imprisoned in China for their politi- 
cal or rcligious views. China denies 
it holds political prisoners. 

The report was issued during the 
weekend by Asia Watch, a New 
'York-based organization that moni- 
tors human-rights violations. It 
states that 1993 was the worst peri- 
od for political arrests and trials In 
China since nlid-1990 in the after- 
math of the June 4, 1989, crack- 
down on China’s democracy move- 
ment. 

According to the report, 60 per- 
cent of the documented arrests in 
1993 occurred in Tibet, where 
Buddhist monks and nuns have led

N. Korea links inspections to talks 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — Five 
days after agreeing to new interna- 
tional nuclear inspections, North 
Korea threatened Monday to back 
out if it is pressured to expand their 
scope. 

U.N. officials said it appeared 
North Korea was trying to pressure 
the United States into making con- 
cessions in other areas. Among Us 
demands is the cancellation of joint 
U.S. and South Korean-military 
maneuvers, diplomats said, 

The diplomats said-North Korea 
likely would not issue visas to 
inspectors from the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, thc'Vicnna- 
based U.N. nuclear watchdog, until 
seeing how talks with . U.S. officials 
this week turned out. 

The government in Pyongyang, 
one of the la.srhard-linc communisl- 
regimes, agreed last Wednesday to 
permit U.N. inspectors to visit the 
seven sites North Korea has identi- 
fied as nuclear facilities. 

But the United States, Japan and 
other nations that fear the North 
Koreans may be secretly working on 
atomic weapons also want inspec- 
tors to study two sites that are sus- 
pected of being engaged in nuclear 
work.

• Picabo. Picabo Strcci. 

• Hemingway couldn’t have scripted 
it better. Truth is, he would never 
even have tried. 

Life has gotten the better of art 
again, and the Wood River Valley 
has its third Olympic alpine ski 
medalist in 46 years. 

But it wasn’t any flaxen-haired, 
bronzed speed demon who won the 
silver in the women’s downhill Satur- 
day in Lilleliammer, Norway. It was a 
freckled-faced kid from Triumph, a 
tomboy and the daughter of hippies 
who came to the great Idaho outback 
looking for nature. [ 

And, by golly, they found it. ' 

They thought Picabo and her broth- 
er, Baba, should have the option of 
pickmg their own «amcs, when they 
were old enough to do so. But com- 
pelled by a passport application to 
choose, her parents opted for Picabo 
- Baby Girl Street’s favorite game 
and the funkiest place name in Blaine 
County. 

So Picabo grew up uninhibited, a 
free spirit who traveled the world* 
with her dad, Ron, a Marine turned 
itinenmt stonemason who managed to 
fit both family and adventure into the 
back of an old pickup truck. 

And when it was time to 'come 
home, for Peck and Baba to learn the 
three R’s. they came home to Tri- 
umph. a metaphor for all that is 
ornery and unconventional about Ida- 
ho. 

Located five miles up East Fork 
■ Canyon, Triumph is a place where 
people go when they want to be lefl 
alone. They live right next to tailings 
: from the silver mine that was both its 
namesake and Triumph’s tragedy. 

Because of the lead in the tailings, 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
would like very much for the few 
do7.un citizens of Triumph to go 
someplace else. The locals would like 
very much for the EPA to go away. 


Theirs is a 
lifestyle that^so^ts 
badly with stop 
signs and forms in 
triplicate, but it's a 
place nonetheless 
of family, commu- 
nity and dreams.

Fraser, who died last week, won 
Afrtcrica’s first-ever Olympic alpine 
skiing gold medal] in 1948. She. had 
grown up in some ways like Picabo 
Strcci. 

Fraser came to Blaine County as a 
frcc-spiritcd, pigtailed youngster, 
beat every guy on skis down Baldy, 
did stum-double work for Hollywood 
movies filming in the area, and, at 29, 
won the Olympic slalom. • 

Sun Valley was absolutely captivat- 
ed by Fraser’s combination of grace 
and down-to-earth good humor, and 
she feigned, pretty much without 
equal, as the community’s first citi- 
zen until her death. 

One longtime resident of the Wood 
River Valley who knew Fraser well 
said there would never be another

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Utah man says nuclear test fallout reached southeastern 




SALT LAKE CITY (AI>) — A Salt 
Lake man claims he is a victim of 
nuclear fallout from the Nevada Test 
Site even though he was more than 
600 miles from ground zero, 

Alfred Rosenhan, who just turned 
83, said he was affected by nuclear 
fallout while mining for uranium in 
southeastern Idaho on Aug, 31. 1957. 

"A group of us were prospecting on 
a loW'gnidc uranium fomiatiun on the 


south shoulder of Mount Oxford in the 
northwest comer of Franklin County, 
Idaho.” he said in a copyrighted story 
in Monday’s Deseret News. 

Today, Rosenhan can barely walk 
and has lost one-fourth of his tongue 
to cancer. He hxs had 10 tongue oper- 
ations, the last being in August 1985, 
and he became impotent. 

He claims nuclear fallout from the 
detonation of an atomic bomb at the

But Rep. Mark Stubbs, R-Twin Falls - 
like Sail a lawyer - said the change in Ida- 
ho's Constitution is needed to protect crime 
victims from being abused or ignored by 


prosecutors and judges. 

"At woRt, ladies and gentlemen, victims 
arc treated as pieces of evidence, to be used 
or discarded at a prosecutor’s or judge’s 
discretion," said Stubbs, who co-sponsored 
the amendment. “Wiih victims* ri^ts firm- 


ly implanted in the constitution, this will 
not happen." 

The victims’ rights amendment passed on 
a 51-17 vote, four more votes than the two- 
thirds majority required for constitutional 
amendments. 

The amendment would, among other 
things, guarantee crime victims the right to: 

• Obtain infonnation about their coses. 

• • Communicate with the prosecution. 

• Testify during court proceedings. 

• Read prcscntencc reports., 

• Be treated with "fairness, respect, dig- 
nity and privacy". I 

The original measure was drafted by a- 
panel on victims’ rights organized by Attor- 
ney General Lany EchoHawk. It was short- 


ened and changed to meet objections from 
some Republicans - notably state Sen. 
Roger Madsen of Boise - and the Idaho 
Prosecuting Attorneys Association. 1 

Rep. Elaine Hofman, D-Pocaiello, said 
too many crime victims have been kept in 
the dark about their cases, and-will continue 
unless the constitution is changed. 

"Countless numbers will hear the olTcnd- 
cr has been released as they open their 
morning newspaper when they should have 
received notification from the courts." said 
Hofman, Stubbs’ co-sponsor. "We will 
continue to find victims on the end of unre- 
tumed phone calls when all that was sought 
was a simple status report on the case."

' TWIN FALLS - The City Council 
will consider a resolution today that 
would allow construction of three more 
bicycle routes through the city. 

' Last fall, the council'opproved fund- 
ing for two other bike routes -r routes 
"A” and "C." 

Those routes will cost about 
S552.005, of which the city will pay 
$110,000. Federal' and stale funds will 
cover the rcniaindcr of the project. 

Routes “B," "D” and”E” ore sched- 
uled for construction in fiscal years 
1995 and 1996. 

The total cost for all five routes is es- 
timated at $1.6 million. Federal funds 
would pay for about 80 percent or 
$ 1 .28 million of the costs. 

Route “A” will run along Washing- 
ton Street South from 36M South to 
Park Avenue. The path cuts across a 
baseball diamond ond South Park to 
the new Oregon Trail Elementary 
School under construction on Park Av- 
enue. 

Route "C will begin at the Indian 
Trails subdivision on Elizabeth Boule- 
vard and heqds west to Madrona Street. 


From there, the path heads south on 
Madrona to Harmon Park Boulevard, 
then heads west to Locust StreeL 
The path goes south tp Fourth Av- . 
enue E^t,.then west across Blue Lakes 
Boulevard and northwest to Addison 
Avenue. Route "C” connects Vera. 
O’Leary Junior High School, Morning- 
side Elementary, Bickcl Elementary, 
the city library and park, the Giunty 
Courthouse, and Lincoln Elementary. 

Route “B" would link route “C to 
the president streets and northwest 
neighborhoods. The path would con- ; 

Pcninc 
Elementary, two local city parks and 
the campus of the College of Southern 
Idaho. 

Route “D” would connect the north- 
cast neighborhoods to Sawtooth Ele-

Trustees, however, said they were 
committed to the best interests of the 
school district. Board Chairman 
Randy Ketterling said the first inter- 
est is in the education of childrcn: 
Mccham said that she has heard 
many instances of trustees acting as 
if they didn’t treat teacher's con- 
cerns seriously. I 

“It’s not just a bunch of petty 
stuff; this is serious," Mecham said. 
Teachers wanf to be treated with 


respect, she added. 

“We want to know we’re part of 
the team, rjot part of the^hc^d," she 
said, drawing applause from the 
crowd. 

In a recent vote, 82 percent of 
teachers and district employees 
expressed no confidence in 
Superintendent Mike Bishop. 

A patrons group recently voted to 
oust Bishop^ Members also are seek- 
ing to have the state -Department of 
Education’s professional ethics com- 
mittee inve.stigate complaints within 
the district. 

Trustee Dave Elison encouraged 
teachers and patrons to be patient 
with the school board as it tries to

Nation’s first ‘3 strike?’ 
law has its snags 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — A 
county prosecutor says he backs the 
slate’s “three strikes, you’re out" law 
even though it goes against his best 
instincts in some-cases, like the man 
charged with stealing SlSl from a 
sandwich store. 

Under the lough new law, Lany L 
Fisher may face life in prison; with- 
out it, he would do less than five 
years. TTiis is just one of the legal 
puzzles and complications that could 
affect the shape of similar laws under 
consideration around the country. 

Snohomish County Prosecutor 
Seth Dawson is prosecuting Fisher, a 
two-time convict whose record 
includes no violent offenses, on his 
third second-degree robbery charge. 

In both previous robbenes, Fisher 
injured no one. One was for robbing 
his grandfather of $390; the other for 
robbing a pizza shop of less than 
SIOO. The 3S-year-old Bellingham 
man b now aorased of holding up an 
Everett ^dwich shop for $151 and 
pretending to have o gun in his pock- 
et. Dawson said many'citlzens who 
approved the statute throu^ a state 
initiative in November may not have 
intended the nation’s first such law to 
apply to criminals like Fisher who 
lack a violent criminal record. Tite 
public ici him know that in letters 
and phone calls. 

.But Dawson said the 76 percent 
voter approval amounted to a man- 
dated ' , 


"No one made me king,” Dawson 
said. "Tlte public has overwhelming- 
ly said he (Fisher) should do life if 
he’s convicted, and we’re not going 
to go around that.” 

Dawson could have filed the lesser 
charge of first-degree theft, which is 
not included in the list of more than 
40 violent and nonviolent crimes that 
qualify under the new law for three- 
time offenders, 

As nationwide anxiety risc.s over 
crime, “three strikes” laws embrace a 
simple concept with popular appeal. 

Citizens ore tired of seeing crimi- 
nals leave prison only to offend 
again, said, Newman Flanagan, exec- 
utive director of the Alexandria, Va.- 
based National District Attorneys 
Association. 

“I would venture to say to say in 
all probability they (slates) will all 
start looking at three strikes laws," 
Flanagan' said. "It's Ihe 'in’ thing to. 
do. The public is fed up with the 
criminals and the revolving door sit- 
uation.” 

Illinois has a law similar to 
Washington’s, but it involves fewer 
types of crime. Since 1978, the state 
has mandated a life sentence without 
parole for people convicted of their 
third scriou-s felony, including crimes 
such as murder, criminal sexual 
assault and some nonviolent offenses 
such as treason. Fewer than 100 pco-- 
pie ore serving life sentences under 
the 1978 law. 
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address more than seven pages of 
concerns it faces. 

Concerns rim the gamut from 
teachers salarie.s to a feeling by 
teachers that they have no voice, in 
.school policies. 

Elison said trustees have faced' 
unrest in the school district at vari- 
ous times. "It was here when I came 
on the school board five years ago,” 
he said. 

' Anne Blayncy, a Rupert parent 
involved with the patrons group, 
said, she thought many of the con- 
cerns expressed by the patrons and 
district employees were "very war- 
ranted," and she hoped the school 
board listened to them carefully.

- terms without allowing judges to 
consider circumstances meriting a 
lesser sentence.

Parents raise eyebrows selling Girl Scout 
cookies to co-workers for their daughters

Every January, Peggy Hanson gears 
up for cookie sales. Like most Girt 
Scout cookie sellers, .she gets lots of 
customers, the kind whose resistance 
crumbles at the thought of Trefoils, 
Samoas and Thin Minis. 

But Han.son isn’t a Girl Scout. Her 
daughter, Katie, is. Hanson has joined 
the growing ranks of parents pushing 
cookies for their kids in offices and 
Ollier workplaces. 

For' the past half-dozen years, 
' Han.son has brought in the cookie order 
form to Minnesota Power’s corporate 
relations department in Duluth. Her co- 
worker John Heino also sells cookies 
for his 1 1-yeur-oId daugliier, Jessica. 

"As a. parent, you want to help your 
child to earn those badges," Hanson 
said. "Her goal ha.s always been to sell 
](X) boxes, and her dud and I like lb 
help out.” 

Katie's father works for Coca Cola 
Bottling Midwest Inc. in Duluth. Her 
parenis’ effori.s account for at leotu half 
of Kiltie’s cookie sales. 

"I don't want her wa^'icring really 
far from home because ,nc safety, 
and there’s the delivery factor, loo." 
Hanson said. “I guess her dad and I sell 
quite a hit bccaase it’s easy to do.” 

Both Hanson and Heino are low-key 


about their activities, partly because 
they don’t want to hard sell their co- 
workers. 

But, Heino said, he’d feel worse 
about his daughter selling to strangers. 
This is his third year helping his 
daughter sell cookies. 

"There’s so much fund-raising these 
days, and I know I don't appreciate 
sumconc kniicking on my door unless 
I’m expecting them," he said. "I don't 
want my co-workers to feel the pres- 
sure, but the tccdback I’ve had is that 
people really do like the cookies.’’ 

Some workers arc low-key about 
their selling because they don’t want to 
lest their company’s official no-solici- 
lalion policy. Several declined to be 
interviewed becau.se they didn’t want 
to place their companies in an awk- 
ward position, although informal sell- 
ing of candy burs and popcorn for 
youth fund-misers is common. 

And there’s some discomfort about 
mom and dad doing a job that their 
daughters arc supposed to do. 

The philosophy behind selling Girl 
Scout cookies is, in part, lu give girls a 
chance to set goals, develop responsi- 
bility and manage money. 

And there’s some big dough 
involved. Annual cookie saic.s deter- 
mine individual troops’ yearly Cudgels 
and prizes for the Scouts. Each council 


decides what portion goes to troops, 
what goes to councils and whal goes to 
the cookie franchisers. But don’t look 
for girls in crisp uniforms to appear al 
•your door. It’s a growing reality 
nationwide that more cookie sales arc 
taking place in their parenLs* offices 
than neighborhoods, partly because 
Girl Scouts who do sell door-to-ddor 
arc finding that fewer moms and dads 
arc home when they come knocking. 

And in .some arca.s. safety is a con- 
cern. 

“What some councils arc figuring, 
and it’s not so much the case here, is 
that it’s not safe to sell on the street,” 
said GIori:i Wahl, development direc- 
tor of the Northern Pine Girl Scout 
Council ba.sed in Duluth. "Our girls arc 
cncouragcd nevcr to sell door-io-door 
alone." 

The Nofthetn Pine Council office 
hasn't received any complaints about 
parents selling cookies for their kids, 
Wahl said. In fact, she said, there arc 
many community residents who want 
to buy cookies who aren't solicited at 
work Of at home. 

The Girl Scout council that serves 
northern Minnesoia's.Iron Range area 
has found a way to meet Ihc program’s 


goals without selling door-to-door, and 
without having parents do the selling. ' 

They set up booth s:dcs in malls and 
grocciy stores. 

“More troops arc making the choice 
of booth sales so kids can be under 
direct supervision in a public place,” 
said Pat Dunlavy, executive director of 
the Northern Lakes Girl Scout Council. 

And even if cookies aren't sold as' 
often door-to-door, they’re still a hit. 
Wahl said. 

"The Girl Scout Cookie Sale is a 
dearly loved tradition in our communi- 
ty and the main way many pct^lc sup- 
{wrt the Girl Scout program.”

. Guidelines focus on 
, mutual funds, banks 

WASHINGTON — Federal guidelines 
issued recently aim to ensure that bonk cus- 
tomers understand mutual funds are not 
guaranteed by the federal government. 

Four regulatory agencies had all released 
separate statements on the subject earlier 
but Thursday's joint action puts in place a 
unifonn policy for all federally insp^ de- 
pository institutions — slate and federal 
commercial banks, savings and loans and 
savings banks. 

The guidance, which amounts to very 
strong advice but not an absolute require-' 
ment, says bonks and S&Ls should obtain 
sign^ statements from customers acknowl- 
edging they understand mutual funds aren’t 
insured. 

It also says mutual funds should not be . 
sold from teller windows or qther areas 
where deposits are token and that bank per- 
sonnel only recommend mutual funds if 
they ore suitable for a particular customer. 

Mutual funds pool money from investors 
to buy stocks, bonds, options, and other se- 
curities. But investors can lose their money 
if market values drop. 

Vietnam investment chance 
jumps by a quarter in ’93 

HANOI, Vietnam — The resumption of 
international lending to Vietnam triggered a 
23 percent increase in the number of 
prospective investors visiting the country 
last year, on official report said. 

Japan led the way with the largest number 
of would-bc investors, the government- 
owned Vietnam News Agency said.

PoIy-problem: Virgin plastic is cheaper

' Like the middle-aged businessman who 
whispers the famous "just one word" to 
Dustin Hoffman in “The Graduate,” the 
plastics industry asserts there's a bri^t fu- 
ture in cycling. 

But ehvirorunentalists and recycling ofli- 
cials ore about os cynical os (he Hoffman 
college grad who ignores the career advice. 

Major cities, like Philadelphia and 
Newo^ N.J. have stopped recycling plas- 
tic. Most everything from mustard bottles 
to yogurt cups to meat wrap still is dumped 
or burned. Critics want government action 
to accelerate progress. 

“Plastic is the bane of most recyclcrs’ 
existence,” says Brooke Nash, executive 
director of Solana Rccycicrs Inc. in San 
Diego, which collects rccyclablcs from 
four Southern California chics. 

“Cities want programs to divert os much 
material from their landfills, but it's a mon- 
ey-loser all around.” 

The problem is simple economics: Too 
much trash, weak demand. But the solution 
isn’t simple. 

' Curbside programs inspired by environ- 
mcntol fervor have spread to more than 
4,000 communities. Forty states require 
comprehensive recycling. 

But the programs were established with- 
out knowing whether companies would 
embrace trash as a row material for new 
products. 

Most didn't. The lack of demand drove 
down what communities get for an average, 
ton of household trash frvm SlOO a ton in 
! 988 to $35 a ton lost year. . 

The problem is especially acute for plas- 
tics. Despite the push by government to re- 
cycle, U.S. factories have actually in- 
creased output of plastic made of virgin 
materials — oil and natural gas — in recent 
years. 

The tumbling, virgin prices depressed 
prices of recycled plastic resins. It can cost 
communities $1,000 a ton collecting, sort- 
ing and trucking plastic, up to 10 times 
w^t they con get for it. 

Still, recycled resins cost 10 percent 
more than virgin plastic, giving manufac- 
turers little reason to use plastic trash in 
. new products. 

“■liicrc’s regulatoo' mandates to divert 
this material from the waste stream but no 
corresponding mandate to use it,” said Jane 
Withcridge, vice president of straregic 
. planning for WMX Technologies Inc., the 
I naiiorf’s largest collector of curbside recy- 
I clables. 

I There .are impressive success stories, and 
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ofllciats partly credit (he diligence of mil- 
lions of Americaos in sorting household 
trash for curbside collection. Much eventu- 
ally ends up recycled. 

For cxanqjlc, the recycling rote is 70 per- 
cent for aluminum cans, nearly half of ^ecl 
cons, 43 percent for newspapers and about 
one-third for all gloss packages. 

Some other rubbish also has recycling 
problems. Clear and colored gloss, for ex- 
ample, create sorting headaches because 
they cannot be mixed. 

The laggard is plastic. A'bout 6.5 pereent 
of plastics packaging was recycled in 1992., 
the plastics industry says. But the majority 
of t^r is plastic so^ bottles, largely due to 
state bottle lows requiring reuse. 


The second largest category includes 
translucent milk and water jugs. 

The overall situation hos created huge 
backlogs. In Los Angeles and New York 
City, for example, towers of plastic 
garbage rise from recyclcrs* processing 
plants. 

Further inconveniencing rccycicrs arc Uie 
same properties that make plastic so conve- 
nient to consumers — lightness and versa- 
tility. 

In Philadelphia, officials dropped plastic 
trash from their curbside program in 
November 1992 afler figuring it took up 
half the space on its garbage trucks but ac- 
counted for only 5 percent of the weight. 
That meant extra overtime for drivers. 


Financial windfalls force key decisions 
bn what to do with unexpected funds

• DENVER — What would you do if you 
won the lottery or received on inheritance or 
got a large sum from a pension plan or on in- 
surance settlement? 

That’s a happy predicament that many 
Americans face every yiar. Although many 
of us fantasize about such- possibilities, few 
of us, unfortunately, are prepared to moke 
effective financial decisions when it’s neces- 
sary. 

Your first step, if you receive such a wind- 
fall, is to consult a tax adviser about the tax 
consequences of your new wealth. These 
vary, depending on the type of windfall. 

For example, lottery comings are fully tax- 
able; receiving an inheritance is generally 
tax-free, but earnings derived from the inher- 
itance arc subject to income tax. Oflen, some 
taxes can be reduced by restructuring receipt 
of the money. 

The biggest mistakes usually are made 
right after me money is received. "Most peo- 
ple jump in and spend or invest the money,” 
said Ron Meier, an investment expert at the 
College for Finandal Planning. ;/ 

•. “This is one of those rare situations in 
which you’re best doing nothing — or al- 
most nothing — for a year,” said Meier. “It 
is important to think about the long-lasting 
aspects of what haying this money means.” * 

Meier recommends putting the money in 
on interest-bearing checking account money 
market fund .or cettiflcate.of deposit for 12 
months. With a laige windfall, even a low 
inter^ rate can produce a nice return; 3 per-

S&L cost 
surpasses 
$150 billion

WASHINGTON — Nearly five 
years after the government launched its 
cleanup of the savings and loan indus- 
try, the end is in sight, bur the cost to 
the taxpayers is steep — $150 billion 
and counting. 

While the industry is no longer in fi- 
nancial trouble, echoes of the S&L dis- 
aster remain, like the 1989 failure of an 
obscure Arkan-sas thrift, Madison Guar- 
anty Savings and Loan, 

Madison’s owner — 1 1 years before 
the failure — invested in some rural 
real estate with a small-stale governor 
who later became president. 

On Thursday, Republicans hope to 
turn a congressional hearing on the per-, 
formance of the Resolution TriLst Corp., 
the S&L cleanup agency, into a forum 
on President Clinton’s long-ago invest- 
ment 

The thrift industry now looks like 
this: lost year, only 10 S&Ls failed, the 
fewest since 1979, and none so far this 
year. The industry — about half its for- 
mer size — is profitable. It’s earned 
$8.9 billion since the start of 1992.

In some parts of the 
country, there is a .surplus of garbage- 
fueled incinerators. 

Yet people prefer to recycle over 
burying or burning lra.sh. Many com- 
panies created to exploit the recycling 
fervor have been disappointed.

"Thrifts didn’t have much of a fu- 
ture 10 years ago and they have 
much less of a future today,” said 
economist Paul Getman of Regional 
Financial Associates in West Chester, 
Pa. "Clearly ... the thrift industry will 
vanish at some point.” 

Meanwhile, according to academic 
experts and others, the lesson of the 
crisis — if anything that lasts for 
_ycars_can be called a cr isis largely 
has gone unheeded. 

"Washington has a certain kind of 
benevolent myopia about it,” said 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
economist Martin A. Regalia, who 
formerly worked for the S&L indus- 
try's trade a.ssociation. 

What policy makers should be do- 
ing is examining the implications of 
rapidly changing financial and infor- 
mation technology and figuring out 
what federally insured financial insti- 
tutions should be doing in the next 
century, he uid. 

“Instead the attitude is to make a 
few minor corrections here and there. 
... We’ve fixed the potholes. But 
have we designed the highway of the 
future? No,” he said. 

So what did the taxpayers get for 
all their money? 

According to economists, the pay- 
off is not in what taxpayers gamed 
but in what they avoided: a collapse 
of the financial system and the irre- 
vocaolc rupturing of public trust in 
the government. 

"The taxpayers stepped up because 
the government had already guaran- 
teed the depositors would not take a 
loss,” said University of Houston, 
professor Paul Hprvitz. "The govern- 
ment and the taxpayer had to make 
good on that obligation. There was 
ryally no alternative.” 


TCI, BeU Atlantic not making connection 
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.Most financial cxch'anges 
were closed Monday for Pres- 
idents Day. 
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Raymond W. Smith, chairman of Bell Atlantic 
Corp.," normally gets what he' wants. But perhaps 
no one has told John C. Malone, chief executive 
of Tclc-Communications Inc. 

Smith was propelled into the public spotlight in 
. October after apparently' pulling off a stunning 
coup. He announced that after facc-to-facc bar- 
gaining, he had persuaded Malone to sell TCI, 
the nation's largest cable television company, to 
Bell Atlantic, making the regional phone compa- 
ny the player to beat in the race to build a nation- 
al inforrriation highway. 

Smith put the TCI deal on the fast track, 
promising that the details would be hammered 
out by the end of the year. But three deadlines 
have passed, and still no deal. 

The problem? The price that Bell Atlantic will 
pay for TQ's cable properties is to be based on 
the cash flow of those operations just before the 
deal is dosed, probably a year from now. Back in 
October, that would have made the value of the 
total deal at least $26 billion. ' 

But federal efforts to cut cable prices could re- 
duce that now of cosh available after most oper- 
ating expenses. That would mean TC! sharehold- 
ers would be entitled to a smaller number of'ihe 
class D shares that are being created for the deal. 

That possibility doesn’t sit well with TCI offi- 


shares drop from $67.62ri to S53-. TQ officials 
argue that their class B shares will be worth less 
than originally planned, meaning they should get 
more shares, according to sources close to the 
company. “It’s difilcull trying to iwgotialc in this 
environment,” with federal and state policy-mak- 
ers planning radical changes in the way telephone 
and cable companies are regulated, one source 
said. 

The Federal Communications Commission is 
considering cable price cuts, while Congress is 
poised to act on legislation that would both open 
up new busincs.scs for telephone and cable com- 
panies and force them to f^ace new competition. 
Thcse potcntial changes make it hard for negolia- 
lora to calculate the true value of tcleconimunica- 
tions systems, a source said. In addition, 'throw 
into the mix the fact that these arc two hard- 
nosed negolidlors accustomed to winning. 

With TCI averaging at least one deal a month 
over the past 20 years, Malone has honed his ne- 
gotiating skills, ^^ile the Bell Atlantic team can- 
not claim that experience. Smith has brought a re- 
puation for aggressiveness to the table. 

"It’s not like TCI can walk in and say: 'This Ls 
a big dumb telephone company’ and just take 
over," said Mark Langner, a senior analyst at 
'TeleQoice Inc. of Verona, NJ. 

Smith's ultimate goal Ls to transform Bell Ai- 


pany that would own an enhanced network reach- 
ing across’the United Stales and offering con- 
sumers information, education and entertainment 
as well os communication services. 

Part of the reason that the deadline for reaching 
an agreement originally was set in December — 
giving negotiators only two months to .work out 
the details — was Smith’s philosophy that "first 
to market is very important.” 

That "first-to-market” motto has almost be- 
come a company mantra, repeated at every level 
and every department. And it’s behind Bell At- 
lantic's ambitious schedule for constructing its 
enhanced network. The network- will reach 
250,000 customers by the end of this year, and 
1.25 million by the end of 1995, according to the 
company's schedule. 

Other telecommunications executives scoff at 
that schedule. Not only is that an -extraordinary 
number of homes to wire, they say, it also de- 
pends on the mass production of devices that are 
not yet in commercial use. 

For instance, the interactive miiltimedia sys- 
tems will need smart boxes that will sit on top of 
a television and store and manipulate movies and 
other information transmitted to it. There is no 
. Jactory yet to mass-produce these set-top boxes, 
^nd no agreement in the industry about how they 
should work, competitors say.

efforts by Mobil Corp.’s facilities 
managers and building engineers, the 
htJge oil company has been honored 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency — with which Mobil has had 
a sometimes adversarial relationship. 

Mobil was named EPA's Partner of 
the. Year under EPA's Green Lights 
Program, In which more than 1,200 
organizations participate. The three* 
year-old EPA initiative works with 
businesses to achteve voluntary 
reductions in the use of energy used 
for lighting. 

So far, the program has reduced 
emissions of gases blamed for acid 
rain.'smog and global warming by 
. millions of pounds a yea^.. 

The key to the program is convinc- ' 
ing businesses that it pays to save 
energy. 

In Mobil’s cose, an initial invest- 
ment of $800,000 has slashed energy 
consumption in lighting by 49 per- 
cent and will save $600,000 a year. 

As a result, the changes will pay 
for themselves midway into the sec- 
rind year, resulting in pure savings for 
Mobil ^thereafter, said Fred

Hoffman, who initiated an internal in- 
vestigation by forrher Pocatello FBI agent 
Pete Welsh, said the incidents question his 
role os athletic director. , • 

“I’m very disappoinicd. I take this per- 
sonally.” Hoffman said. ‘Tve always felt 
that you can’t compromise the 'kids, you 
can't compromise yourself in order to 
achieve (winning). 1 tried to relay that to 
the staff, obviously either some staff 
hadn’t heard or I hadn't done a very good 
job doing it." 

Larson recruited Gardner from Missis- 
sippi Delta Community College. 

Bengal center Jeff Clark la.sl week said 
Larson asked him to write a paper on 
J.R.R. Tolkien’s book “The Hobbit" for 
Gardner’s English correspondence course 
from the Univcisity of South Carolina. 

Hoffman said Larson; his wife Barbara, 
a sixth-grade teacher at Lewis and Clark 
Elementary; and Holt Arena director 
George Casper were involved in falsifying 
Gardner's test.

NCAA committee sees 
big bucks in playoffs 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — A 
football playoff would produce a vir- 
tual pot of gold for cash-.iirappcd col- 
leges, a blue-ribbon NCAA commit- 
tee says. 

"The net numbers are big num- 
bers," UCLA chancellor Charles 
Young said Monday at an NCAA 
football forum. "I'd rather not go 
beyond that." 

' Young and the other committee 
members met Itut week with network 
executives trying to pin down esti- 
maie.s on what television might bid 
for rights to a two- and four-game 
format. 

Tlie panel, which includes NCAA 
executive director Cedric Dempsey, 
will meet several more times with 
other groups before presenting its. 
findings to a larger NCAA committee 
now being formed. 

Thal ’largcr group probably will pul 
a playoff p]:in together for considera- 
tion by schools at the NCAA conven- 
tion in January 1995. 

“rvc heard estimates of revenue 
for a playoff ranging from $15 mil- 
lion to $20 million to near $100 mil- 
lion," Young said, adding that a.ssur- 
anccs from the networks were "at the 
upper end of that range." 

The upper figure is for' at least a 
four-team format, which the commit- 
tee appears to be leaning toward. 

‘^“At some point, there's a finite 
amount of advertising dollars, spon- 
sorship money, and community sup- 
port that might come with a one- 
game tournament,’' Young said. "I 
think maybe a four-team playoff 
maximizes the income.” 

Young specified he was talking 
about Ihe net revenue a playoff would 

"losses from a weakened bowl itruc- 


nirc. "The only thing that makes any 
sense is net, over what's there now. 
over what’s coming in as a result of 
football now," he .said. “If you look 
carefully at the net that comes to 
schools participating in bowls, it's a 
fairly small figure. And between one- 
third and 50-.perceni ofthat comes, 
from the Rose Bowl." 

Public pres-surc could infiuence the 
NCAA’s decision, Young conceded, 

■ "I think popular opinion could have 
some impact on the vole. But we are 
clearly intending to meet with repre- 
sentatives of a broad section of |xo- 
plc, including the athletes," he said, 
“We are looking at all of the issues 
involved in whether there should be a 
playoff or not. None of us is going 
into it convinced that it ought or 
ought not to be. Wc'rc entering this 
with an open mind.” 

“Nevertheless, there remains deep 
divisions within college football over 
the issue. Possibly representing the 
divisions among coaches were forum 
panelists Ray Goff of Georgia and 
Howard Schnclicnbcrger of 
Louisville. “I'm not going to say I , 
can't change my mind, but I am not 
in favor of a playoff right now,” Goff 
Said. "When 1 went to Georgia in 
1973, 1 didn't know 1 was there to 
satisfy somebody’s ego as to who's 
No, 1." 
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
